One Important step toward finality 


In tho philatelic affairs of new Knropo 
Is the Irauo of unified poslagc stamps 
for the kingdom of tho Serbs, Croats 
nnd Slovenes, Instead of the separate 
Issues for Croatia, Slnvonln, llosnla 
and Serbia. They benr the likeness 
of the veteran King Peter I ns over- 
lord of Greater Serbia and are In- 
scribed In both Latin and Cyrillic char- 
acters. Momiwldle from Agram (Jugo- 
slavia) comes news that the Croatian 
natlonnl postage stamps Issued on Jan- 
uary 10 this year have been obsolete 
slnco Mny 27 nnd that In.tlic'lnterlin.

SHALL THE LABOR UNIONS DIC- 


TATE TO THE NATION 


The Anti-strike "clause of tho Cum- 


mins railroad bill presents a very 
simple and clearly defined question— 
whether the public.interest in trans- 
portation shall be protected or shall 
be constantly menaced by the possi- 
bility^ of interruption of service. 
It 


may be admitted, as claimed by la- 
bor union spokesmen, that there is 
slight danger'"of .a general railroac 
tie-up for any considerable period ol 
time. That there will not be such 
suspension of railroad operation can 
not be 'asserted by the labor unions 
however, in view of the definite threat 
made in 1910 that a general strike 
would be called at a certain hour on a 
specified day unless the demands of 
tho employees'should be met. 
The 


four brotherhoods demonstrated that 
a rail tie-up is a grave 
possibility 


from which -the nation may suffer 
in loss of comfort, convenience, prop- 
erty, and life. 


The very fact'th'at labor unions pro- 


test against enactment of the anti- 
strike provision is evidence enough 
lhat whenever it suits their pleasure, 
they will strike to enforce their de- 
mands. 
The protest of the unions 


against the provision should'cause the 
rest of the people lo insist upon its 
enactment for protection of their own 
rights and tho 'welfare of the nation. 
Even though a strike may never be 
called, the possibility of a strike is a 
constant menace which every busi- 
ness.man must consider in every un- 
dertaking and in every contract he 
may make. That uncertainty is one 
of the hazards of every business that 
depends upon transportation for its 
continuance.
